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Do  not  assume  content  reflects  current 
scientific  knowledge,  policies,  or  practices. 


During  the  present  session  of  Congress  several  bills  have  been  introduced  that 
would  provide  Government  employees  with  benefits  that  supposedly  offset  the  in- 
creased  cost  of  living.  ^ 


e o the  bills  introduced  that  is  of  interest  to  all  career  and  career-condi- 
onal  employees  is  a suggested  change  in  the  computation  of  retirement.  This  bill, 
passed,  would  provide  the  retired  employee  a compensation  more  in  line  with  the 
present  cost  of  living.  There  has  been  discussion  of  this  bill  both  pro  and  con, 
ut  at  the  present  time  a firm  prediction  could  not  be  made  as  to  whether  it  will 
pass  or  remain  on  the  calendar  until  Congress  adjourns. 

Another  bill  that  has  received  quite  a bit  of  publicity  in  the  newspapers  pertains 
increase  for  both  the  postal  and  classified  employees.  The  Senate  passed 
salaries  of  postal  employees  as  well  as  classified  employees  by 
10^,*  however,  this  bill  has  never  been  considered  by  the  House  of  Representatives, 
ine  ^test  information  is  that  the  House  passed  a bill  increasing  the  postal  employees' 
^y  by  a. 8%,  but  no  action  was  taken  at  the  time  in  regard  to  the  classified  employee. 
It  appears,  from  present  information  available,  that  some  form  of  pay  increase  for  the 
postal  and  classified  employees  will  be  passed  prior  to  the  adjournment  of  Congress, 


As  information  is  received  concerning  the  pending  bills,  such  information  will  be

That's  practically  all  you've  been  hearing  about  lately  if  youfre  an  employee  of 
CSS.  For  the  rice  support  price  program,  now  in  high  gear,  is  one  of  the  largest 
recent  operations  of  this  office. 

And  it's  an  important  undertaking,  too,  for  it  fits  into  a broad  national  pattern 
of  price  support  to  farmers, 

iflTould  you  like  to  see  how  you  fit  into  the  picture?  Very  briefly,  here's  the 
story  of  Rice  and  USDA  and  you. 

Price  Supports  might  be  described  as  the  means  by  which  farmers  get  a fair  price 
for  the  products  they  have  to  sell.  And  one  way  in  seeing  to  this  is  by  setting  a 
floor  price  under  agricultural  products.  This  is  done  by  the  Congress,  In  other 
words  the  price  support  program  is  to  farmers  what  the  minimum  wage  law  is  to  labor. 
The  price  support  program  sets  only  a floor  price,  not  a top  price.  The  minimum  wage 
labor  law  does  the  same  thing.  To  get  this  minimum  support,  farmers  put  up  their 
products  as  collateral,  the  same  as  you  would  by  putting  up  your  car  for  a loan.  If 
the  loan  price  at  the  time  of  maturity  is  higher  than  the  market  price,  farmers  can 
turn  their  collateral  over  to  CCC  as  repayment  of  the  loan. 

The  Price  Support  Program  is  administered  by  the  Commodity  Stabilization  Service 
of  USDA,  in  turn  financed  by  CCC,  the  bank  of  USDA,  The  Dallas  Commodity  Office  of 
CSS  handles  all  price  support  activity  on  rice,  except  for  that  portion  produced  in 
the  Far  Aest,  This  year  we  have  come  into  possession  of  25  million  hundred  weight 
of  rough  rice.  This  is  the  largest  "take-over"  of  rice  ever  made  by  USDA  - enough, 
comments  one  wag,  to  supply  all  the  world's  weddings  for  the  next  thousand  years. 

Now  we're  into  the  picture.  In  order  to  get  this  rough  rice  into  a form  in  which 
it  can  be  sold  or  used,  CCC  is  selling  it  to  the  rice  millers  of  Texas,  Arkansas, and', 
Louisiana,  since  CCC  owns  no  rice  mills  to  process  it  into  head  (Milled  or  polished) 
rice.  In  fact,  CCC  wasn't  set  up  to  compete  with  industry  in  the  milling  of  rice  or 
in  the  processing  of  any  other  agricultural  products,  for  that  matter. 

The  millers  are  bidding  on  the  rice  at  competitive  prices.  They  have  the  option 
of  buying  the  rough  rice  and  using  it  for  their  own  purposes,  or  milling  it  and 
selling  it  to  CCC, 

And  now  you  are  in  the  picture.  When  you  handle  a bill  of  lading,  a freight  bill, 
a warehouse  receipt,  a sight  draft,  a loading  order,  or  an  invoice,  you've  become  a 
vital  part  of  an  operation  iNriiich  you  can  rightfully  consider  to  be  important  and 
far-reaching. 

What  happens  to  the  milled  rice  which  the  millers  are  selling  back  to  CCC?  In 
the  past,  it  has  been  used  by  community  school  lunchrooms,  needy  people  here  and 
abroad,  sold  to  the  armed  forces  and  friendly  foreign  countries. 

And  it  wouldn't  make  anybody  unhappy  for  you  to  eat  some  rice  at  home  - or  throw 
at  weddings.
